London's health is showing & 

remarkable improvement this 
January a8 compared with Tat 
year. ‘ 
The - returne for ‘the. acend 
week of the month, for instance, 
reveal ‘that the death rate hast 
decreased from 3L8 to 13.0, while 
that for infants alone has dropped 
from 107 to 65, 

There, is a doveeansnding 
reduction tr-the notifications of 
diseases, the moat prominent 
being pneumonia, which was only 
134 as agninst 647." . The deaths 
from bronsho-poseumonia were 
60, which is loss by 263 than for 
the same week last Janvary. 

It is suggested that the colder 
summer may hava contributed tc 
this reanlt; and at the Ministry 
of Health s Daily Chronicle 
representative was informed thas 
an investigation into the possible 
correlation of meteorologics] 
conditjons and the health of the 
country isin progress. = - 

One of tha experts attached to 
the department is conducting the 
inquiry, which is not sufficiently 
advanced to warrant any reliable 
deduction yet.
